St. Swithin or Swlthun was bishop 
of Winchester from 852 to 862. Ac- 
cording to the Eleventh century "Life," 
attributed to Gotslln, he was tu- 
tor to Egbert's soo, Etbelwulf, under 
whom he was made bishop. He wa? 
a devoted builder of churchee. and a 
man of unusual piety and humility. He 
also built the brl.u-.- at the east side 
of Wluchester. He died In MS2 and 
was hurled In the churchyard of Win- 
chester, huvlng asked, says WlUlam 
Malmsbury, to he laid where "passers- 
by might tread on hla grave, and 
where the rain from the eaves might 
fall on It."
